Covington Takes 
Stand At Chatham 


"With five attorneys representing the 


State and four the defense, the trial 
of W. D. Covington. an officer of 
Sprav, N C . charged with shooting 
•Teorge Bryant and causing his death 
list March at Aiken Summit, is being 
continued in Chatham today. It is ex- 
pected that the case will reach the 
jurv sometime tonight, although 
it 


may go over until tomorrow in view 
of the number of attorneys to be 
heard in th final arguments. 


Covington took the stand in his own 


defense and testified as to the facts 
leadmsr to the shooting. Bryant was 
pursued by the officers into Virginia 
from Spray -where efforts to arrest 
him had failed. 
He said that the 


North Carolina officers had no inten- 
tion of trying- to arrest Bryant in an- 
other State, but were on their way to 
secure the services of Sheriff B. F 
Stulty of Henry county when they ran 
across Bryant near AlKen Summit 
station, where the fugitive opened fire 
on them. Covington admitted return- 
ing the fire. Bryant's wound in the 
head proved fatal a few days later in 
Spray. N. C. 
The case is being hard fought on 


both sides.

Milk Ordinance 


Effective July 1 


The cjty council has -fixed. July 


1st. 
1922, as the date after which the 


milk ordinance shall be In force, am- 
ple time thus having been allowed 
for all milk dealers to meet the re- 
quirements. 


All persons who sell or propose to 


sell milk "in the city of Danville are 
being notified that after this date 
the ordinance will be strictly en- 
forced. 


It provides that: 
1st—Any person, firm or corpora- 


tion desiring t" sell, transport or de- 
liver milk, skim milk or buttermilk 
m the corporation of Danville, shall 
make application to the dairy insoec- 
tor of t > Health Department for a 
permit to carry on such business. 
This applies to persons living within 
the city who desire to sell the" sur- 
plus from the family cow. as well as 
•o then commercial milk dealer who 
<-e]].c a hundred gallons a day. 


2nd—Permits will be issued only to 


those applicants who comply with the 
v.-rjns of the milk ordinance and the 
r.-Ruiations of thr Board of Health. 


1 <'nly those who secure such permit* 
w;]f be abie tn 1'cally soil or deliver 
milk, cr'am. skim milk, or butter- 
milk in Danville.

getting along- ever since. 


Plans Even Dates 


Schall's proposal Is to divide the 


year into 13 equal months of four 
weeks each. This would take care of 
364 of the average year's 365. The 
extra day, which Schall would put at 
the end of the year, -would be a na- 
tional holiday, standing by itself and 
not as part of any week or month.
